The above map gives a correct outline of the 
portions of St. Clair and Madison counties 
visited by the disastrous deluge of 1883.

East Carondelet and Vicinity. 


East Carondelet and the surrounding 
country was visited this morning by a Posr- 
DIsPATCH reporter. The reporter found it 
necessary to explore the region in a ski¢. 
Crossing from Carondelet, he first landed on 
the doorstep of the old Mississippi house, 
which isat the ferry landing. This house 
which happens to stand on arti- 
ficially elevated ground, is the only 
habitable dwelling inthe neighborhood at 
present. All of the others are from three to 
ten feet in the water and were vacated some- 
timeago. Many of the people who were 
driven from their homes in that locality, as 
well as some from the farming district out- 
side, are at this place, making it their homes 
temporarily. ' 

Pushing the skiff up the rock-road 
and through the gardens and _  corn- 
fields, the reporter reached the bridge 
across the Prairie du Pont creek, 


which was found to be afloat, and kept from 
floating away with the swollen river only by 
means of ropes and chains by which it was 
made fast totrees. Tnis bridge, although a 
half mile from the river proper, is at what 
may now be called the banks of the river. 
Landing here, the reporter took a survey of 
the surrounding district from an elevated 
position. The ridge, which is still a little

Heavy Losses at Portage.

PORTAGE DES S10ux, Mo., June 26.—The 
country surrounding this place is completely 
submerged. The water is only one foot lower 
than it was in 1844. The Missouri overflowed 
its banks at Willow slough on Wednesday 
night. The slough is two miles below St. 
Charles and eleven miles southeast of Port- 
age. The damage caused WH the water is 
widespread, and in many cases ruinous. The 
farms which were inundated were some of 


the richestin the state, andthe crops this 
year were unusually aie pe: The list of 
losses, Which is appended to this dispatch, is 
nearly complete, but the estimate is only that 
of the loss of crops, and does not include the 
damage to fences, dwellings and outhouses. 
On Thursday a party of relief headed byMr.G. 
Fehlig,a merchant of this place,started out to 
the succor of thedistressed farmers. Some of 
the scenes which they encounteredwere heart- 
rending. One farmer, who, before the flood, 
was one of the most prosperous in the coun- 
ty, was found with his family in the garret 
of his dwelling. ‘The relief party rowed up 
to the house and asked the old man to get 
into the skilf. 

“No,” he said; “I will not go with you. 
Everything I’ve got in the world is lost, and 
I have made up my mind to stay here and 
die with my family.” 

He was at length persuaded tolaccompany 
the rescuers and the whole party are now in 
Portage.

FORENOON SESSION, CLOSING AT 1 P. M. 

A good many telegrams from leading houses in 
Chicago and in New York were recelved on the 
floor this morning, the tenor of which was more 
encouraging for the bull element in wheat. These 
were, thatit was generally believed bottom prices 
were about reached: that more confidence was 
shown by operators in the long side; that less 
disposition was shown to go short. McCormick, 
Adams & Co. of Chicago wired thai there was sup- 
posed to be a good deal of long July wheat yet to 
come on the market, which probably might pre- 
vent any improvement just yet, but that future 


rospects were brighter. J. M. Fuller & Co of 
New York telegraphed John J. Halloran that they 
thought bottom was about reached, and also re- 
ported an export demand for wheat. Itis learned 
that same party named Savage, who has been hold- 
ing a heavy line of long wheat in Chicago, threw 
it upon the market this morning, which caused 
the decline.—-Bets were offered this 
morning that receipts of new wheat 
mn this market that would grade 
No. 2 would reach a quarter of a million busheis. 
Some parties professed to believe it would reach 
a half a million, but wouldn’t risk their money on 
it.——_Chicago’s stock of grain this morning was 
6,100,058 bus wheat, 2,937,524 bus corn, 661,060 bus 
oats and 696,286 bus rye, showing a decrease 
since last Tuesday of 38,211 busin wheat, 114,073 
bus in corn, and 22,193 bus in rye and an increase 
of 208,731 bus in oats.——A telegram from 
Wichita, Kas., to R. 8S. McCormick & Co. says: 
“One light rain; no damage, whatever. Harvest 
progressing finely. Wheat wil be ready 
to move in less than ten  days.”——

Wheat continues to decline and to-day exhibit- 
ed even more complete demoralization than it has 
before, The speculative market started in 
slightly better. as all other markets were better 
at the opening; but soon they all commenced to 
weaken, Chicago leading in the decline. In that 
market a large amount of long wheat was throwu 
on the market, helping greatly to depress it, 
and the teinper of her speculators 
was undonbtedly heavier, sellers preponderating, 
and the only buyers said to be.shorts who were 
realizing. Liverpool wheat was still dull and ten- 
dency downward, red winter to arrive being 6d 
lower. Locally the market wasina perfect state 
of collapse. It looked as though wheat had no 
friends at all, and tne disposition seemed to be to 
hammer prices down as far astpossible. Really 
the only Duyersyitwere those who had it 
already solid and were realizing their profits, and 
naturally they put in tbheirwhoop and hurrah to 
force values lower so they could get it as cheap as 
possible. The attack was sharp and vigorous by 
the bear forces and they carried everything 
before them, as they met little re- 
sistance in the sbape of a demand. The 
close was weak and at lowest points of the day, 
showing declines of 254@2%¢ for July, 154c for Au- 
gust (which ‘showed most firmness and finally 
commanded a premium ofic over July), 1%c for 
September, 1%c for October, and 2% 
for year from yesterday's close.

MISSOURI DEMOCRACY. 

The prospect of a dewoeratic victory in the 
next national campaign gives to the democ- 
racy of Missouri an importance it has not 
hitherto possessed. As a part of the opposi- 
tion, it was generally understood that the 
democrats of Missouri stood “‘ready to vote 
fora Comanche Indian or a yellow dog,” if 
one was nominated, and as we bad nothing 
to lose by such a policy we lost nothing by 
it; the party rated us at our own value and 
was perfectly willing to allow us to do the 
hewing of wood and drawing of water. 

Asone of the mainstays of the party in 
power, however, the position of Missouri 
will be very different, and it is impor- 
tant to know whether the democrats of this 
state are willing to continue on the Com- 
anche and yellow dog platform, or if they 
propose to vindicate a democracy which will 
secure for them their proper recognition in 
the party as well as the respect and admira- 
tion of the world. 

in other words, two paths will lie before 
us to choose from when a democratic admin- 
istration controls the government of this 
country. If democracy means an office-grab- 
ing, spoils-seeking, revenue-wasting  olli- 
garchy,a blind following of corrupt leaders, a 
misuse of party strength to defend abuse and 
extravagance; if we make the country be- 
lieve that, like the converted Irishman, it has 
renounced the errors of republicanism to 
embrace those of democracy, then the last 
state of this party will be worse than the 
first one, and it will earn the world’s con- 
tempt where it is now regarded merely with 
indifference. 

On the other hand the democracy of Mis- 
souri will claim and win the right to be 
heard in the councils of the nation, and to 
guide its destiny and aid its onward pro- 
gress if it shows itself equal to the occasion, 
which will soon present itself. All that is 
needed is to be truly democratic; to limit 
the functions of government to its proper 
sphere; to enforce rigid economy in every 
expenditure; to maintain the highest e fii- 
ciency in every department; to hold party 
leaders and officers strictly responsible for 
the political and official trusts they 
hold; to abolish useless and vexatious 
taxation; to give the people to understand 
that no attempt will be made to interfere 
with their personal and private rights or 
opinions; and above all things to make it 
clearly understood that the interests of the 
great body of the people are at all times and 
under all circumstances to prevail over the 
demands of monopolies or corporations. 
This is the kind of democracy which wil! win 
for Missouri its proper place in the polities 
of the nation, and it is time tv be getting 
ready to take our place on some such plat- 


form. 
ASWINDLE STOPPED. 

Something like a rebuke was administered 
from the bench yesterday to that small but 
active class of estate-eaters who look on 
property in charge of the courts as so much 
booty to be divided up among those who are 
appointed to take care of it. In spite of the 
disinterested testimony of two or three mag- 
nificent millionaires that the receiver of the 
Columbia Life Insurance company ought to 
be paid a dividend of five per cent anda 
handsome salary beside, the court decided 
that he should receive the same salary as the 
circuit clerk receives for taking care of the 
vast and intricate clerical business of the 
court. 

Had the suggestions of the millionaires 
been adopted the receiver would have drawn 
from the estate about twice as much as he 
succeeded in paying to the owners of the es- 
tate. After six years of weary waiting 
these unfortunate creditors, to whom the 
property belonged, obtained a week or so 
ago a diyidend of five per cent of 
their claims. Meanwhile the receiver 
has obtained regularly an allowance 
which nearly amounted to as much 
as the dividend. Had he been allowed the 
five per cent grab and the increased salary 
it is probabje that he would have gone 
around levying an assessment on the credit- 
ors to pay his claim. 

The Post-Dispatcn is the only paper in 
the city which has done anything in the way 
of exposure of the abuses which were perve- 
trated under the authority of the law in the 
matter of these receiverships: the only pa- 
per that has been on the side of the people 
against imposition. We are glad to believe 
that the question is now rightly understood, 
that public opinion is firmly fixed, and that.

| In spite of the strong and deep feeling of 
sympathy which animates the people of this 
country when they think of the misfortunes

Britain will be made to understand that after 
she has robbed and ruined and pauperized 
the people whom she should have protected, 
she will not be allowed to rid herself of the 
consequences of her misgovernment at our 
expense. 

In the history of British commerce there 
have been strange cargoes landed on the 
shores of those wealthy islands, but since 
the days when the triremes of Marseilles 
pulled out through the Pillars of Hercules 
and sailed northward to trade with the tin 
miners of Cornwall, Britain has never re- 
ceived a cargo so heavy with shame as the 
ship load cf rejected paupers we are sending 
back in reproach of her cupidity. That 
country is bursting with wealth—in money 
and in all the resources of trade it is richer 
than any nation has ever been in the bistory 
of the world, but it stands detected and ex- 
posed in about the smallest and shabbiest 
piece of trickery that any nation is recorded 
as having attempted. No other nation has 
ever been as rich as England ; no other nation 
has ever been as mean, and if fo other nation 
has ever tried so unworthy a trick, no other 
nation has ever had so humiliating an ex- 
posure as that inflicted on Great Britain in 
her retura cargo of exiled paupers. 


THE GAINES CASE. 

Plucky little Mrs. GAIngs has succeeded 
at lastin creating something like a panic 
among the people whio have kept her out of 
her propeity for the last forty years, and 
who have been vainly hoping to misuse the 
law’s delay to perpetuate the injustice of 
which they have been guilty. In order to 
cheat their creditor more suceessfully the 
people of New Orleans have _ protected 
themselves by a provision of the State con- 
stitution forbidding them to levy a tax of 
more than ten milison the dollar, and the 
proceeds of the tax, instead of going to pay 
the just debts of the city, are absorbed by 
those who live off of the city. But, consti- 
tution or no constitution, the United States 
district judge has issued an orderfor a tax 
levy to pay the amount of the judgment and, 
according to the latest news from New Or- 
leans, the people of that city are “indig- 
nant” against the judge, are disposed tg 
show their respect for the law by lynching 
any alderman who proposes to obey the or- 
der of the court, and are holding mass-meet- 
ings for the purpose of reversing a judicial 
decision. 

We do not envy the people of New Or- 
leans the position they have assumed. In 
the eyes of the world they wear the aspect 
of fraudulent bankrupts, and their attempts 
toescape from the payment of their just 
debts recails the disgraceful evasion by 
which the citizens of Memphis tried to pass 
through bankruptcy while holding on to 
their property. Ifthe city of New Orleans 
is rich enough to make an appeal boad, it 
is rich enough to meet the judgment, and if 
any doubt were entertained of the justice of 
the decision, such doubt would be removed 
by the strange proceedings to which the 
peopie of that city resort to obstruct the 
course of the law. 


THE FLOOD SUFFERERS. 

One consolation amid the excitement of the 
flood has been that no lives have been lost, 
li is an additional consolation to learn that, 
with very few exceptions, the sufferers by 
the flood prefer to take care of themselves 
rather than appear before the world as sup- 
plicants for charity. Our reporters who 
have been among the scenes where the 
greatest injury bas been inflicted, report that 
there is no distress which seeks relief, and 
that the inundated districts will probably 
prefer to take care of themselves. 

This is the American way of doing things. 
When Cincinnaii was recently inundated 
and the generous instincts of the country 
prompted the raising of large sums for 
reliei, the people of Cincinnati covered 
themselves with honor by responding that 
the help might be given to places that 
needed it, but that Cincianati proposed to 
take care of herself. 

If there is any widespread distress in this 
neighborhood we shall hear of it as a matter 
of course, but until we have some evidence 
that the sufferers ask for relief it is best to 
go slow.

A Dangerous Nuisance that the Heaith Dee 


partment Decline to Remove—Clabber Al= 
ley Aroused but the Authorities Apathetic 


The fact, published with glowing pride 
with each successive report of the city’s 
health department, that St. Louis is statistic. 
ally the healthiest city in the world, isa 
good thing in itself, but a bad thingif, ban 
ing upon it, the health department disre- 
gards those precautions upon which the con- 
tinued health of any locality depends, A 
single pest-spot may lower the record im- 
mensely, and when the attention of the of- 
ficials who are charged with the responsi. 
bility of keeping up the city’s reputation is 
called several times running to a frightfully 
unhealthy condition of affairs in apy par- 
ticular place, the job of amelioration, even 


though it resembles the disagreeable and ex- 
tensive labor successfully performed by Her- 
cules in the Augean stables, should not be 
shirked. Such, at least, is the opinion of 
the inhabitants of that morally and actually 
unfragrant thoroughfare known as Clabber 
alley, acorner of which is at present so 
thoroughly covered, choked and bespattered 
with filth as to render it a positive source of 
great danger to the whole city. A German 


abuts upon the pest-spot in question, called 
at the Post-D1sPATCH office and begged the 
loan of a reporter for a few minutes to write 
up the greatest nuisance in:the city from 
Baden to Carondelet. He was supplied, and 
after a short walk the reporter found him- 
self treading the classic region of Clabber. 
Here in an open space between the two wings 
of the Franklin building, one of the most 
densly populated tenement houses in the city 
ajsight met his view which was absolutely in- 
describable in the length, depth, thickness, 
variety and strength of its 
ABSOLUTE FILTHINESS. 

Three out-houses, deserted because 
their capacity had long. since been 
exhausted, filled in the back- 
ground of the scene. ‘They were, upon as 
near an examination as could be made with- 
out succumbing entirely to the frightful 
stench which poisoned the atmosphere, 
found to be embedded, flanked, buttressed, 
and thickly covered with filth, while 
around them, for the space of ten to fifteen 
feet, the same substance rested upon the 
ground toadepth of from six inches to two 
feet. Swarms of flies feasted upon the less 
atrocious substances which made up the 
feculent mass, and when they arose, at the 
hear approach of the reporter, the move- 
ment was accompanied by a buzz which 
sounded like a not very distant waterfall. 

**How do you stand it?” the reporterasked 
of one of a dozen females who had gathered 
to watch his movements with curiosity. 

“God knows,it’s hard to bear,” the wom 
who had traces of respectability about her if 
she did live in a Clabber alley tenement, said, 
“but we can’t help it. We've shown it to 
the police officer over and over again, and he 
says he has reported it to the heaith depart- 
ment, but they won’t do anything. It’s bad

As she said this, the woman made a 
gesture of disgust more eloquent than a

against the nuisance and all responsible for 
it was started, which lasted for several min- 
utes. When the storm had subsided the re- 
porter managed to elicit information to the 
effect that tlhe nuisance was still wing 
aud that it had already lasted several weeks. 
The agents for the building had been ap- 
pealed to to abate the nuisance, but they 
had not responded. 

Entering the store, No. 920 North Seventh 
Street, the reporter was conducted to the rear 
premises which, being somewhat lower than 
the ground upon which the Clabber alley 
nuisance is growing to enormous pooper 
tions, had received all its liquid overfiow. 
‘The stench here was intolerable. The pro- 
prietor stated that he had repeatedly called 
the police officer’s attention to the terrible 
state of affairs an that the officer 
had made proper’ representations to 
the health department, all of which 
had resulted in nothing being done. 
The delay in the matter is most dangerous. 
All the conditions are present to start a con- 
tagion in the Clabber alley tenement house, 
the wonder being that such has not already 
made its appearance. All that is wanted is 
a few days’ hot weather; just as sure as they 
arrive the pest-spot in Clabber alley will 
prove the source of a wide-spread civic dis- 
aster. . 

In answer to another appeal made by let- 
ter to the Post-DIsPATcH, the reporter 
called at the residences Nos. 1415 and 1417 
Norgan street, where he found that a stoppage 
in the sewer had resulted in a very bad con- 
dition of affairs. Although it seemed trifling 
as compared with the Clabber alley calam- 
ity, the neighbors said that the stench aris- 
ing was Intolerable and destroyed all the 
pleasure Of living. Asin the other case the 
proper authorities had been appealed to 
several times, but had not taken any steps to 
alleviate the distress of the immediate in- 
habitants or to protect the city at large from 
an outbreak of zymotic disease.

THE MATT LEWIS CASE. 

The courtin an opiuion by Judge Bake- 
Well affirmed the case of the state against 
Matt Lewis, convicted and sen- 
tenced to death for the murder

night before the homicide Lewis 
mssaulted his wife in bed with a 
knife. During the morning of the homicide 
he sharpened two knives with which he said 
that he would eut ber throat. lu the even- 
ing, before the street lawps were lit, he was 
loitering in front of the passage which led 
from the street to the teuement, when his 
wife came down the street with a pitcher in 
her haod.

She returned the salutation and held out her 
hand. Her husband came up and 
said: “i thought I had twid you 
not to speak to these men,’ aud 
at that moment he struck her a biow with 
his fist behind her ear, which caused the 
blood to flow from her face. She

and said: “Matt, is it any harm to speak to 
poets 2” He ordered her to go into the 
iouse.

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EXTRAORDINARY CAREER. 
A Pennsylvania Ex-Convict Who Is 
Now a Millionaire. 
Honesdale, Pa., Cor. N. Y. Telegram. 

Wayne county, Pa., has a character who 
easts Victor Hugo’s Jean Valjean into the 
shade. His name is George Ayery, and at 
present he is rusticating in one of the West- 
ern states. In 1870, when Avery was only 
twenty-one years old, he was charged with 
the murder of John Haynes, of Rwvolanas, 
Pike county. He was arrested and an officer 
was detailed to bring him to Milford. Evi- 
dence of the murder was Said to be so con- 
clusive that he could not possibly escape 
hanging. Ontheir way to Milford, where 
the county prison was located, the office: 
imbibed freely of liquor and became heip- 
lessly drunk. Avery secured the keys which 
unlocked the handcuffs ard shackles by; 
which he was bound and removed the man- 
acles, placing them in the bottom of the 
wagon. He tweok the reins from the stupidly 
drunken Officer’s hands and drove to the 
nearest hotel, where he arrived with the ol- 
ficer in charge at a late hour. He 
put the drunken man to bed, roused 
him the next morning, got him 
in the wagon, drove on to Milford, when, 
after he had put the officer in bed at the ho- 
tel, he waixed up to the jail and deiivered 
himself up to the keeper, telling him about 
his experience with the constable. He was 
confined till September—this was in June— 
when he was tried for murder, and, in spite 
of overwhelming proof, was acquitted, to the 
surprise of everybody, the court most of all. 
The day after he was discharged from cus- 
tody he was arrested, charged with burglary, 
convicted and sent to the state prison fora 
year andahalf. He served the full term, 
reading law during his confinement. When 
he left the eastern penitentiary, at Philadel- 
phia, he returned home, opened a law office, 
arrested several citizens whe had testified 
against him when on trial for, burgiary, 
charging them with perjury. Failing w 
make out his case he was sentenced to pay 
the costs. He had no money, s0 he went to 
jail again, where he remained until his 
friends could scrape up enough money to get 
him out. When, finally, he became a free 
man again, he returned to his old home at 
Rowlands. From that time forward bur- 
glaries were numerous about there, but 
never could evidence sufficient to. convict 
Avery be obtained. A year or so later he 
went to Oil City, Pa., where he hung out his 
shingle asa jawyer. Clients were pieuty 
and fees large. Avery Was reaping a golden 
harvest, when a was convicted 
of forgery and sent to the western peniten- 
tary for four years and eleven months. 
While there he fell in love with one of the 
keeper's daughters, and she offered to assist 
him to escape, but he refused to leave unti! 
his time was out. At the end of the term he 
went back to Rowlands, soon afterward pro- 
fessed religion, began preaching a little, 
swindled a neighbor out of $100 and was in- 
duced by the aforesaid neighbor, who en- 
forced argumeut witha big shotgun, to re- 
fund the money. Avery then leit for Lu- 
zerne county, Where he got into difficuity 
and was sent to the eastern penitentiary for 
a short term. Upon his release he stole 
enough money to take hiin to the mining re- 
gions of the far west, Where under an as- 
sumed name he opened a law office and spec- 
ulated in stocks. In 1882 he ‘*struck it rich,” 
cleared $750,000, gave up stocks at once, ip- 
vested his money in government bonds, sent 
for his fiancee, the prison keeper's daugbter, 
who joined him in Uhicago, where they were 
married. Averyis only thirty-four years 
old. He never touched liquor, never gaw- 
bled nor used tobacco, and claims to have 
been the “victum of circumstances.” He 
writes to friends near here that he is leading 
an honest, upright life, and that when he 
comes éast it will be as a United States sen- 
ator from one of the western states.

IN COUNCIL. 
State Prohibition Convention To- 
Day at Warrensburg. 


Dr. Brooks’ Annual Address—His Review of 
Prohibition Work—Plans of the Prohibition- 
ists—Proceedings To-Day. 


By Telegraph te the Post-Dispatch. 

WARRENSBURG, Mo., June 26.-—At 
ten o'clock this morning Empire hail 
was well filled With delegates to the prohi- 
bition convention, and with spectators. The 
convention was called to order by Dr. John 
A. Brooks, president of the state temper- 
adcé alliance. Prayer wassald by Reév. J. 
B. Cook,,of Piattsburg. The address of 
welcomé was delivered by Mayor H. F. 
Clark, on behalf of the citizens of Warrens- 
burg. The president then stated that he had 
received a letter from B, Gratz Brown say 
ing that he could not be present and address 
the conven tion, but that Van Bennett of 
Kansas, & prohibitionist and a democrat 
would speakin his place. Miss Anna O. 
Tweed then read a letter written to her 
by Dr. W. G. Eliot, regretting his inability 
to be present and urging the convention to 
direct its attention solely to the submission 
of a prohibition amendment. An address of 
welcome was delivered by Miss Lida Brooks 
onthe part of the temperance people of 
Warrensburg. A reply was made by R. G. 
Blair of Carthage, which was in the nature 
of a democratic prohibition stump-speech. 
Dr. Brooks, as president of the State alli- 
ance, then delivered the annual adaress, as 
follows: 


Dr. Brooks then delivered the anaual address, 
of which the following are the principal portions: 
“Another vear of toil, of triumph and disap- 
pointment is past since our last annual conven- 
tion. That we have moved on inthe march to 
ultimate victory cannot be denied, and yet that 
allour hopes haye not been realized is equally 
true. During the year the cause which we plead 
bas in some ‘states received a temporary check, 
but, if correctiy understood, it is in this very 
fact that we realize our strength. Hitherto we 
have been thought unworthy of the organized op- 
position of our enemies, but they, at last realiz- 
ing that their craft was in danger, raised the cry, 
‘Great is Diana of the yn) frum one end 
of the land to the other. he result Was complete 
organization on their partand the fierce contest 
of the past year. Until now we did not fully 
realize the strength of the foe, nor comprehend 
the desperate character of his methods, nor yet 
realize the fact that we might be compelled to 
put forth greater energy in order to success, 
It May not be out of place in this connection to 
make a 
BRIEF REVIEW OF THE VARYING CONFLICTS OF 
THE YEAR, 
sO little understood py the great masses of our 
fellow-citizens. lu almost every state of the union 
deep interest has gathered round this question; 
in many f{ has been the subject of greatest inter- 
est. On the Pacific slope the question of a cousti- 
tutional amendment has been once submitted to 
the people of Oregon. In the contest tRere it was 
nol made a party question, but memuvers of all 
three politicai parties banded themselves together 
under solemu obligation to vote for none except 
such as would pledge themselves in writing to 
work and vote, under any and all circumstance s, 
for submission. ‘These independent voters went, 
through their committees, before the convention s 
ofall parties ana demanded, and generally re- 
ceived recognition. To this action on the Pacific 
slope the response came back from the stormy 
Aulantic, and Maine, with little opposition from 
my source, submitted to her people the constitu- 
tional amendment. 
IN IOWA 
the constitutional anieuument Was adopted by a 
majority of 30,000 of her eltizens. Here, 
alas, was manifested” the spirit of 
the traffic which we oppose. The 
careless or venal cierss of her legislature failea 
to make proper record of the legislative action in 
submitting the amendipent, and, When overpow- 
ered by the popular verdict, the whisky ring took 
immediate advantage of mistakes prepared to 
their hund, anda shameless supreme court be- 
caime the willing tovul of this arrogant despotism 
in trampling in the dust thesovereign will of her 
people. Tus we behold this infamous traffic ex- 
hausting every resource in order to carry the 
election against us, and, when defeated, defying 
the will of the people and commanding ove of the 
coéidinate Dranches of the governmeutina suc- 
cessful effort to accomplish thelr purpose, Well 
may the public tremble in the presence of an au- 
dacity and a corruption such as 1s here mani- 
fested. While in any one of the southern states 
we have not as vet obtained 
CONSTITUTIONAL PROHIBITION, 
yet our friends in this section have not been idle. 
Phey note ag pie the question from another 
standpoint, Local opulon iaws have already re- 
sulted in practical prohibition in vast districts 
throughout the states of Maryland, Tennessee, 
Kentucky, Arkansas, Georgia and Al- 
ubama. In four of these states half the territory 
is already under practical prohibition, while even 
whisky-ridden Kentucky is wresting town after 
iown from the dominion Of the despot. This 
year constitutional prohibition has been attempt- 
ed in three of these states, Texas, Missouri and 
West Virginia, and failed in each by only two or 
three votes. The causes of these failures we 
cabnot here review in detail. The following 
statement from one who knows whereof he speaks 
will go far towards explaining the matter. Mr. 
Louis Schade, the agent of the brewers at Wash- 
ington, in bis annuai report to the Brewers’ Asso- 
clation, recently met in convention at’ Detroit, 
Mich., informed his masters that hé personally 
waited on niembers of congress and Visiting con- 
gressmen elect from all these states and induced 
them to intercede with their legislatures, then In 
session, to defeat the pending amendments. He 
also tells us that their efforts were successful. It 
might be of future interest to us to find out who 
these visiting members elect from Missouri were. 
iN THE STATE OF OHIO, 
the conflict was, in so lar as the two parties were 
concerned, a contest between licensed saloons, 
under the form of taxation, and free whisky, 
The democratic leaders in this state, as also in 
California, espoused the cause of free whisky, 
while the republicans were willing that the sa- 
loons should continue to fill the state with ruin 
and desolation, but demanded that they should 
pay for the privilege, as in other states. The pro- 
Libitionists were indifferent. They neither de- 
sired free whisky nor were they willing to raise 
the revenues of the state out of the Diood ana 
agonies of their fellow-citizens. Disgusted with 
the degradation of pulitical leaders of Doth par- 
Lies, sixteen thousand of them threw off all party 
allegiance and voted jor an independent ticket, 
IN INDIANA, 
as a last effort to defeat submission, the enemy 
resorted to the same methods adopted in lowa, 
and a subservient senate hid itsell behind an im- 
perfect record of the pending resolution, 
BUT IT Is IN. KANSAS 
that we have met our most serious repuise, Un- 
fortunately the republican party made the ques- 
tion the prominent party issue in the last canvass, 
besides loading itself down with unnecessary 
issues Which, however important, resulted in aid- 
ing the election of an enemy to the law as gov- 
ernor, ana the returning of a legislature favor- 
able, indeed, to the amendment, but not strong 
enough to correct palpabie defects in the existing 
law. The miserable demagugues leading the dem- 
ocratic party in that state saw their opportuniy 
and arrayed themselves agains¢ prohibiiion, court- 
ing whisky republicans on the one hand and ap- 
pedaling to prohibition democrats on the other, 
now that tuey had prohibition, to come ana help 
torescue the state from republicanruie. Mis- 
erably deceived, these prolibition democrats, 
putting party Defore principle aud righteousness, 
cast their votes for their most biite: enemy, ana 
weakened not only themselves but the hands of 
their friends throughout the union. To all this 
was added the determined purpose of the brewers 
avd distillers of the nation to defeat and overturn 
the law in Kansas. This was to them a pivotal 
state. Success to prohibition in Kansas meant 
success everywhere else. Vast quantities of money 
were sent into Lhe state, and every possible effort 
made to obstruct the enforcement of the law, in 
order to wear out the patience of the people and 
ultimately secure its overthrow. It ought to be, 
however. 4 matter of consola‘ion to us to know 
that notwithstanding all these facts Glick's vote 
at just was less than the original vote cast 
against the amendment at its adoption two years 
before. The state bad received a large linmigra- 
tion, incrensing Wie aggregate vote. Thousands 
of prohibition democrats voted for him. The 
lame and the blind’ Were brought in carriages to 
the polls by the brewers’ money, and yet his vote 
did not reach the originai vote cast agaiust pro- 
hibition, showing conclusively that the enemy had 
lost instead of gaining strength in two years of 
conflict, 
We come now 
TO CONSIDER OUR OWN STATE 
and the contest in which we have been active 
participants. 
Two successive legislatures had refused to sub- 
mit the amendment to the voters gt the state, and 
that, too, in the face of a demand for submission 


such as had never beeh manifested before. This 
répeated unwillin tO trust the people aroused 
an indignation which made itself felt in every 
part of the state. Under the influence of this 
spirit, the last democratic convention convened 
fn Jefferson clty. The republican brewers of St. 
Louis had entered into & contract with democratic 
leaders to transfer theif vote to the democratic 
party, and to give it a solid democratic delegation 
to Cougress, upon condition that the democracy of 
the state w uld antagonize submissioa and prohi- 
Dition; they to furnish the sinews of war and the 
leaders to arrange matiers in the democratic 
camp. With this understanding the democratic 
delegation appeared at Jefferson oe demanding 
ah anthprolibdition plank i the platform to be 
adopted. This was refused by the decisive vote 
of 321 to 82. While this vote was not an absolute 
test of the submission sirength in the convention, 
vet friend and foe recognized it as the triumph of 
subMissionists in the party. So declared the Le- 
ver, the Statesman, Globe-Democrat, Chronicle, 
New York Sun, aud, indeed, almost all metropoli- 
tan papers. 

Uu tue other hand the Republican convention, 
convening afterwards in the same city, at the dic- 
tation of the same brewers, declared in favor of 
high liceuse, the chair arbitrarily ruling out a 
motion-to amend, The Greenback convention de- 
clared in favor of submission. 

SUCH WAS THE ATTITUDE OF THE THREE 

PARTIES 

when the canvass opened. The brewers knowing 
the Democratic party to be the dominant party, 
and realizing the fact that the party was virtually 
committed to submission, determined if possible 
to ee through the Central committee—the 
servant of the party—tihat Which the party itself 
had reiused todo. The 
cépted tie overture and sent Mr. Vest out over 
the state to make anti-prohibition speeches. The 
distinguished senator adroltly avofded the ques- 
tion at issue—submission—anu intruded into the 
Canvass aad made a party issue of the abstract 
question itself. True Mr. Vest said that he un- 
derstood the plank with the platform “to mean 
that each individual] democrat is at liberty to de- 
termine for himself What his action shall be upon 
the question of prohibition.” But Mr, Vest also 
said upon every stump that prohibition was in 
antagonism wiih the very fundamental princl- 
ples of our free institutions. Mr. Vest, under the 
auspices of the central committee, through the 
great power ot his name and eloquence against 
us and the cominitiece had the brewers to publish 
his speech together with that of tie old republi- 
van War horse, Gov. Audrews, of Massachusetts, 
and circulated it over ithe state as a Campaign 
document.

THE CAMPAIGN CLOSED 
and the question Was subinitted to the legislature. 
Here again through sharp practice the treason of 
some of thoes who had been our chosen leaders 
aud our want of organization, tne matter culmin- 
ated in our defeat. It may be of use to usin the 
future to know the means used to accomplish this 
end. 
FIRST. 

The most potent factor was the action of the 
democratic central committee under the leader- 
ship of Mr. Vest and the republican brewers of 
St. Louis. The convention ot the party had posi- 
tiveiy declared that the question of prohibition 
shouid not be made a party issue bya vote Of 322- 
to 81, and yet their decision Mr. Vestand the com- 
iniiiwe treated with contempt and assumed thein 
selves to be the deimocratic party. As an apology 
for thie Mr. Vest telisus that the platforin left 
every man free to take position on this question, 
True but it did not leave the central committee 
free to do What the convention said it Would Dot 
do 


Suppose ex-Lieutenant-Governor Johnson, 
when stumping Ure state Ulcer the auspices of 
the central. cominittee, had spent two-thirds of 
his time fighting the wiisky trafic, would this 
committee have tolerated it? .No. Would it not 
have been denounced as treason to the party? 
Certainly. No, the whisky sice of this question 
may resolve to act independent of party atevery 
élection. and trample upon party piatiorm with 
impunity. Not a word ot condemuation is heard, 
but let the prehibitionist uflirin his independence 
and Rome fiow!ls with «denunciations of his trea- 
son. That lam not wrong in my judgment of the 
action of Mr. Vest and ilie central committee, | 
desire to eall the attention of The convenilou to 
the deliberate utterances of a leading demvoera.ic 
jourpal. A journal unfriendly to us, but there- 
fore a better witness, the Kansas City Times, said 
of the distinguished senutorin ihe inidst of the 
Canvass: “So turued by the applause excited by 
his eloquence, and so arrogant siice he tasted the 
fruit of senatorial ireés, that he ap- 
pears to forget that he is only a ser- 
vant to be governed by the party 
which bestowed upon bim bhonofts, and entrusted 
him with power. and that he is nota law unto 
himself.” “The policy of the democratic party of 
this state, as taken from its official utterances, is 
to relegate to the voters of the state, wituout re- 
gard to party, the question of prohibition and lo- 
cal option, a fact also Which the distinguished 
senator ignores. Senator Vest, in his speeches on 
the prohibition question. is doing the very thing 
which the assembied wisdom of his party decided 
ought not to be done, and the very thing the re- 
publicans of the state rejoice to sée himdo.”’ This 
action of Senator Vest did more to postpone sub- 
mission than all things eise. 

SECOND. 

Our want of means prevented a general can- 
vass and compicte organization betore the 
eluction, and cousequently aly hope ol controlling 
the orgauization of the house. It is believed that 
before the legisiature met a general agreement as 
to division of future spoils bad Leen iInade 
among leading democrats of the state, inciud- 
ing the speakership of the house, and all 
in the interest of the brewers. At least 
the house, after fair promises from the speaker, 
was organized against us. The resolution intro- 
duced by us Was kept in the committee until 
forced, when too late, before the house. A faise 
count of petitions was made by the chairman of 
the committee, and as a subterluge high license 
was pushed to the front by the liquor interest of 
the state. 

TEMPERANCE PEOPLE 

fell into the trap and began to write to members 
pledged to prohibition that possibly they had 
best vote for high license, as it was not probable 
they would get submission, and now, Wien they 
thought tuey might risk the house, the conunittee 
allowed the resolution to é¢ome before it. In spite 
of the parliammemtary tactics aud partial rulings 
from the chair, we Were Victorious ib the first 
contest, until tue man Wo hod in two general as- 
semmblies Deen our chosen and trusted Iriend and 
leader, yielding, alas! shail L belicve it, to the 
promptings Of ambilion, deserted us and went 
over io the enemy. Heury Ciay once said; “1 
would rather be right than to be president.” 
But, unfortunately, all politicians are not 
Clays. Onuee more the iegislature of: 
Missouri said we will hot 
people. A leading democratic paper said: “Do 
pot submit, tor if you do the amendment will be 
adopied by 40,000 majority.” A leading repuo- 
lican journal said: “Do not snumit, for you will 
risk the adoption, since every Clurch society, 
every home cirele. every woman, every mother, 
wile and sister in the bread laud will be friends 
of the amendment.” Thus the leaders of both 
parties, listening to the vrewers, submitted to the 
yuke imposed, and closed thelr hearts to every 
demand of the pubite. 

THE HOUSE OF REPRESENTATIVES 
could, wiilh Only LWo Gissenting Vows, apply the 
rincipie of prohibition to tue opium deus of St. 
Louis, but were deal to the pieadiugs of the 
people of the staté wieu the maticr in hand was 
the whisky traffic. In the oue case voles were to 
be considered, in the other, the poor Culnainan 
had no vote. Principle, honor and country all 
went down inthe eauzer contest for the vote of 
the saloon-Keeper. We have come up bere to-day 
from all paris of the staie, members of svery 
party and creed, not ony tw calmiy review the 
mast, but to determine What shall be done in the 
uture, 

As your retiring president, you will permit me 
afew refiections. Wiutever peiicy you may con- 
clude to adopt for the ituiure, aud io which the 
incoming officers of the Alliulice will be pledged, 
let us uullediy stand by thatpolicy, aud the ex- 
ecutive coimmiltee in its efforts to enlerce it. 
United we conyuer, divided we fail. Lhe men- 
bers oi your executive commitiee, chosen by you 
at the Cameron convention, huve dune ai that 
was possible with the limited means at their com- 
mand, They calkd in counsel a central com- 
mittee of twenty-five leadiog cit:Zens of the state, 
and in eVery step taken have been governed Dy 
the judgment of this committee. But we have one 
serious complaint tomake, The committee has 
felt itg@elf embarrassed more than ouce by counter 
action from trends of prohibition, both in and 
out of the legisiature. This Was notabiy the case 
in the matter of higbiicense. The.A!liauce and the 
committee of conference had deterinined to press 
the question of subinission, At one tiwe we were 
sure of success, Tne enemy was greatly alarm- 
ed. Then it was thatthe dodge of high license 
was brought to the front. They said to us In the 
meirupolilan press and iwi the .egisiature: With 
hold the question of submission aud we will give 
you high license and severe penalties, Will tear 
down the screens and put out the pool tables; in 
shert give you apy restric.ion this side of actual 
constitutionai prohibition. 

In spite of past ex perienec many friends of 
temperance eagerly catigiit the bait, wrote to their 
representatives to jet tle matter rest this session 
with such restrictions as indicated, 

SUBMISSION WAS VOTED DOWN 

aud the pub:le received iu leu twereol the misera- 
ble abortuuon Known as the Dowuing bigh-license 
law: a law without adequate penaities and 
stripped of every restriction promised, and even 
then opposed bY whisky men on tue floor of both 
houses, and now by the combined saioon influence 
of the entire state, 

Again, in order that we may accomplish the 
compiete organization of the state, we must have 
money to pul men Into the fleld to organize every 
county and to disseminate temperance literature. 
I recently said in St. Louis that $100,000 thus de- 
voted would enabie us to carry this state fur pro- 
hibition. The low apd debasing rversiou of 
this remark, by some of the organs above refe

A GHASTLY RELIC. 


The Head and Face of Guiteau as It 
Looked When Piaced in the Coffin. 
Washington Special to the Chicago Herald. 

lt was a fact at first carefully concealed, 
and now known only to a few, that Guit- 
eau’s face and features were preserved, as 
well as his bones. I was in the Medical Mu- 
seum yesterday when a clerk, whom 1 have 
known intimately fur several years, said to 
me: ‘*Wouild you like to see Guiteau’s face ?”’ 
Though somewhat puzzied as to the object of 
such a question, I promptly answered in the 
alfirmative. ‘Che clerk then led me into a 
room where a number of large jars, filled 
with alcohol, to preserve various relics, were 
arranged on shelves. A cover was pulled 
from one of these, revealing the face and 
head of Guiteau just as it looked when 
placed in the-coffin. ‘‘That,” said the clerk, 
‘is the real face, hair, skin, eye-balls and 
features of Charles Guiteau. When his 
body was taken to the Medical Museum 
it was reselved not only to preserve 
his skeleton, but his actual features 
in the flesh. ‘That was done by run- 
ning the knife clear around the neck, split- 
ting the skin in a straight line from the back 
of phe neck to the top of the head, and tear- 
in off from the entire head, thus obtain- 
ing in one piece the scalp and skin covering 
the face. Lo these were added the eye-balls. 
ihis was stuffed with cotton ina way to 
obtain the exact outiines of the murderer’s 
countenance, as well as the expression, 
sewed together and put in alcohol just as 
you see itnuw.” ‘The head iooks as if it 
were werely cut from the body and piaced in 
the jar, as the surgeon’s stitches on the neck 
aud back of the head are not visible. ‘The 
very sueer of the sensual mouth has been 
preserved, and the stubby hairs of a week’s 
growth that were outhe upper lip when 
Guiteau wenton the gallows, are stili there. 
The eye-bails are, of course, lacking in vital 
expression, but even they show but little 
Shrinkage. ‘Lhe nose is the only feature 
the shape of which has not been maintained. 
ltissunken in the middleasif it had re- 
ceived a biow on the bridge, but the cheeks, 
the chin, the mouth, eyebrows, eyelashes, 
hair, aud everything except the mouth, are 
alinost perfect in their life-like resembDiance.

THE REVOLVER IN COURT. 


An Oregon Lawsuit Ends in a Double 
Tragedy. 

Portiand Special to the San Francisco Chronicle. 

About 1:30 o’clock this afternoon (June 18) 
a double tragedy occurred at Hillsboro, the 
county seat of Washington county, sixteen 
miles west o.: this city. There was a suit 
before V. B. Handley, referee, between Z. 
Baker, a farmer living in the Chehalem 
mountains, and his son-in-law, Benjamin H. 
Thomas, over money advanced by the latter 
to the former. The litigants. met in Hand- 
ley’s office, in the court-nouse, where Thomas 
was testifving. Baker calied Thomas a liar 
and the young man ‘Trew his pistol. The old 
man, noticing tuis, drew h's, and both 
fired simultaneously, each shot entering the 
left breast of the other. ‘Thomas dropped 
dead and Baker did not live over five min- 
utes. : 

The affair has created a great sensation in 
Washington county, where bug parties are 
well known. 

An old feud had existed between the men 
since jast winter, when they had a row, 
‘Thomas getting the worst of it and haying 
his thumb bitten. Another difficulty was 
about $20, which Tnomas alleged he had 
loaned his father-in-law. Both agreed to al- 
low the elaim to be arbitrated by friends, 
who met for that purpose at noon to-day in 
Handiey’s office. Baker heard taht Thomas 
was voing to assault him aud this morning 
bought a revolver. Shortly after meeting in 
Haundley’s office they nad some violent words. 
Handley remonstrated and told them to be 
quiet. Handley then walked out to let them 
cool down, out Thomas renewed hostilities 
and said: “You ————-——, you jumped 
me once before, but you can’t do it again.”’ 
He then Grew arevoiyer and snapped it in 
Baker’s face.
